1* (The First Phase) 

The Establishoent of the ''Hoslee Hall'** 

He wish to build a throe^stnry structure of lileislo design, consist- 
ing of 1,000 tsubo and containing office specs, « restaurant serving 
Uosieo food, a cocktail lounge, a library, an auditoriuw, i confer- 
ence rooa, and a nueber of sealler Meeting rooas. The third floor will 
be a hotel of about 90 rooas. 

The total cost of such e building. Including land of about 3,000 
tsubPr will ooae to about 100|000,000 yen, end an addltlonst 
90.000,000 will be required to eoapletely furnish It (including 
furniture, books for the libriry, beds for tht hotel, stCr). It 
should be self-supporting after this initlel outlay.
